(3) X gingival massage brush vith a toothbrush, 
comprising a handle member; a toothbrush portion constituted 
by planting a large number of toothbrush bristle* on one end 
of the handle member; and a gingival brush portion constituted 
of a large number of rising soft resin gingival brush bristle* 
and disposed in parallel vith at least one side of the toothbrush 
portion in an axial direction of the handle member. 

(2) The gingival menage brush vith the toothbrush 
according to claim (1) , vherein the gingival brush portions axe 
disposed on the opposite sides of the toothbruab portion- 

(3) The gingival massage brush vith the toothbrush 
according to claim (I) or (2), wherein the gingival brush 
portion is a silicone rubber molded member constituted by 
jrolding a base plate integrally vith the large number of 
gingival brush bristles rising from the base plate r and is fixed 
tjo a predetermined position of the handle member. 

3. Detailed Description of the Device 
[Field of industrial Utilization] 

This device relates to a gingival massage brush vith 
a toothbrush, vhich is capable of brushing teeth simultaneously 
wren gingival oassa^e. 
I Prior Art] 

In recent years, important properties of not only 



prevention of tooth decay but also prevention of gingivitis such 
6 0 pyorrhea have been recognized ae elements of health 
wnagGffl ent of teetb, and apecialista such as dentists have 
actively preached necessity ol naewge of gingivae, 
^xoble* to be Solved by the Device] 

However, most of people are very busy every day, and 
it cannot be said that they spend a sufficient time only in 
brushing teeth night and day, and it is not easy to additionally 
secure a time fox massaging gingivae. When a toothbrush in used 
as it ie in »G»P»gi*9 tD ° gingivae, there ie a possibility that 
the gingivae are daaaged, 

The pre cent device has been developed in consideration 
0 £ situation, and an object is to provide a gingival massage 
brush with a toothbrush vhich is capable of passaging gingivae 
eitoultaneouely vith teeth bruehing end vfcich bap no possibility 
tbat: tbc gingivae are damaged. 
[Means for Solving the Problem] 

To achieve the object /according to the present device, 
thexe is provided a gingival massage brush vith a toothbrush, 
comprising a handle member* a toothbrush portion constituted 
by planting a large number of toothbrush bristles on one end 
of the handle member; and a gingival brush portion constituted 
of a l&rge number of rising ©oft resin gingival bruish bristles 
and disposed in parallel with at least one side of the toothbrush 
portion in an axial direction of the handle member.

When the toothbrush portion is brought in contact vith 



side, upper, and lover surfaces of teeth and is reciprocated 
1© t.be ewe manner a* in a usual toothbrasto, tne teeth can be 
brushed. When the side surface* of the teeth axe brushed, the 
gingival brush portion contacts one corresponding gingiva and 
simultaneously reciprocates, and therefore the gingival 
massaging can be carried out simultaneously vith the teeth 
brushing . 
[Example] 

*n example of tha present device will hereinafter he 
described vitli reference to the drawings, 

riO- 1 i» a perspective view schematically shoving a 
gingival massage brush vith a toothbrush according to one 
example of the present device, 

A toothbrush portion 2 constituted by planting a large 
number of brush bristles in the same banner as in a general 
toothbrush in disposed in one end middle portion of a handle 
member 1. Gingival brush portions 3, 3 which are soft resin 
noXded members nx« disposed in parallel vith and adjacent to 
opposite sides of the toothbrush portion 2 along an axial 
direction of the handle member 1 , 

For eaoh gingival brush portion. 3, as shown in PIG. 
2, a base plate 4 and a large number of gingival brush bristles 
5, 5 rifling from the base plate are integrally molded of soft 
synthetic resins having elasticity suitable for massaging 
gingivae, such as a silicone rubber, end are bonded to a 
predetermined poeition of the handle member JU Each gingival 
brv^h briexle 5 is preferably constituted to have sucb a 



diameter that appreciate elasticity and strength are obtained, 
and to have a height selected so as to add an optimum pressure 
to the corresponding gingiva, vheh the toothbrush portion 2 is 
i^gbt*in contact with the side surfaces of the teeth. 

Pox the gingival, massage brush with the toothbrush 
constituted in thIB manner , When the toothbrush portion 2 is 
attached to the front imrf acee or the bacX surfaces o* the teeth 
and reciprocated to brush the teeth, either gingival brush 
portion 3 presses the gingivae in the corresponding position 
vbile ei»ultaneonBly reciprocating, so that the gingivae are 
passaged vithout being damaged. The gingivae can be massaged 
vithout spending any tis>e ic addition to 4 tijne required for 
the teeth brushing* 

in the above-described example, the gingival brash 
portions 3 axe disposed on the opposite ©ides of the toothbrush 
portion 2# toot aay also be disposed only one side as the case 
jnay be- Alternatively , vhep the gingival brush portions 3 are 
disposed so as to surround the opposite sides of the toothbrush 
portion 2 from a tip aide of the handle member 1 in a horseshoe 
shape, the teeth brushing and the gingival massaging can more 
effectively be carried ant even on the back side of back teeth - 
The tip of each gingival brush bristle 5 is roundly molded' in 
FIG. 2, but the present device is not limited to this. 
[Effect of the Device) 

As described above, according to the pre cent device, 
since a gingival brush portion of a material suitable for 
manage of gingivae is disposed adjacent to a toothbrush portion.
